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Return to Florence

runs along the north side of the Arno 

River in Florence watching some Italian 
civilians loading the smashed bodies of three 
of their fellows into a boat moored twenty 
ieet below me. As the three had been trv- 
ing to cross the broken and twisted rubble of 
the blown-up bridge, one of them had lifted 
wire and set off a German mine. 

The day before, I had seen five civilians 
Eilled climbing over the rubble at the south 
end of the ancient and famous Ponte Vecchio, 
where the Germans had blown up the houses to 
Lleck the bridge and had then planted tines 
in the rubble, 

All over the city there were mines and 
bovby taps. The British sappers were clear- 
Ing these up: vet Htth groups of careless 
civilians were being blown up almost hourly, 

In the hills seuth of the city a battery of 
British guns thundered and expostulated at 
some tartet im the other hills, far north of 
ihe city, where the Germans were. It was 
almost midday, and the city lay inert under 
the heat as if poleaxed, 


Itulion Partisans Fight Geroons 
and Fascists 


Somewhere in the park, a quarter of a mile 
away, 2 machine gun rattled briefly and then 
was quiet. Just bevond me, across the little 
open square where the jeeps ond British cars 
were parked, the officers and men of the Allied 
Military Government and the Intelligence 
Control Unit were coming and going through 
a hotel doorway. 

With them were occasional Wallan tmem- 
bers of the armed Partisans, wearing bright- 
colored armbands and feathers in their caps, 
and sometimes bri¢ht-colored scarfs, They 
were fighting the Germans and the Fascists

virds from the hotel, 


Seemng my companion, Capt, Leonard §, 
Ackerman, coming wut of the hotel doanway, 
T got up to walk over to him. We had been 
Nying together for a vear and had come op 
to Florence to see the bomb damage in the 
marshaling yards of the city aad to mepect 
what hid been one of the greatest examples 
of precision bombing in the war, 

“[t's hot this time of day, I told him, 

“It certainly is, Pd bate to have to ron 
armut) the streets much if it's hot like this.” 

“What did they sav inside?” 

“The same story: there are still snipers 
in the Campa di Marte vards. The Germans 
even have machine guns in all the vards: I 
guess ['l] hive to wait.” 

We walked over to the cement lilge again 
ond looked down on the three dead civilians 
in the bat. 

“Poor guvs.” Captain Ackerman 
“What a lousy kind of war that is,” 

“A civilian was talking to me about. the 
bombing,” 1 teld him. “My friend sald it 
wis really a beautiful job. He didn’t know 
how we kept within the target area at Campo 
di Marte where the yards are sy narrow, [ 
guess they dan't feel too bal.” 

“T wish we could pet in ‘to aee it, I'd Tike 
to look it over for myself,” 

“Mavbe tomorrmaw. Maybe our gang will 
clean them out today or tonight.” 

We were leaning over the ledge now, look- 
ing at the sluggish Arno filled with flotsam 
from the demolitions upstream. Below us, to 
the west, inching across the water break from 
one side of the river to another, was a long, 
patient line of civilians carrying net bags filled

In August, 1947, | had been in flying 
schonal in the West and in Oh 1043, hod 
come verses with a medivm-bombarniment 
squodron.

There seemed no connection among any of 
the things 1 bad done or the olaces T had 
in the five years—no connection, but a certain 
inevitability, 
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Out of all the cities of Europe, Florence 
had seemed somehow ulways separate and 
distinct. in my memory, not only the most 
beautiful, but the most aloof and inviolate. 
{ had been impressed by this sense of time- 
less chastity in the spring of 1939, when 
T went down to Florence with several other 
students from Grenoble. 

The other students, from all over Europe, 
had brourht to Florence varying attitudes and 
backgrounds. They had tried to compare it 
with Paris, or San Franciseo, or Oslo, or Edin- 
burgh, Yet Florence had affected them much 
as it did me. The beautiful city, intricate 
and lovely and richer than almost any other 
in the world in art, somehow had avoided our 
erasp, seeming. tO belong to time, not to 15. 

So it had eluded me when To came back 
again that August with my family, [yariny 
the months of war while | was still in Europe, 
and later back in America, I had wondered 
about Florence, Surely there, 1 had thought, 
ae to the Vatican Clty, the tides of war would 
never mount. T bad gone on about the busi- 
ness of learning to bomb over the hot lanils 
of New Mexico, . 

Qine morning in March, 1944, T went into 
the bombardiers’ briefing room and looked 
immediately to see the blue course line drawn 
on. the big wall map of Italy and southeast- 
ern France for the day’s mission. We had 
teen flying some rough missions over the 
heachhead at An#io, and 7 wondered whether 
we would go back again that morning. 

Orders to Bomb Florence 

But today the blue line strack far north, 
and To owalked closer to see what the tar- 
eet wis. The blue line ended at Florence and 
then firme! back out toward the coast for 
the course home to Sardinia, 

Florence! We were to bomb Florence! 
Florence had never been bombed by any other 
eroup, had been left untouched in the long, 
snarling war in Italy. | 

Another bombardier was standing beside 


me: 

“We go to Florence. We're going to have 
to be good today,” 

“You said it.” Twas logking at. the course 
in. Florence would be easy to pick up. 

“T didn’t think they'd let us bomb Florence, 
Tt’s supposed to be a famous city, Must've 
decided they've got to do it.” 

Back of that decision was the whole history 
of the German effort in Tinly on the one side, 
and the whole history of the development of 
a superh technique of precision bombing on 
the other, This was not just another raid 
ina long series of raids on targets in Italy 
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and Europe. This was the culmination of all 
bombing everywhere. 

Only a few groups of bombers in the world 
were capable of doing that bombing. The 
airplane was the B-26 Martin Marauder me- 
dium twin-engine bomber. The B-26 Marau- 
der had come a long way to perform this spe- 
clo) mission, 

The Marauder had been designed for low- 

altitude bombing and for attack, It had been 
used in this way in the South Pacific over 
Rabaul and Lae and other targets in New 
Guines, It had flown over targets at low alti- 
tudes and at speeds offen exceeding 300 
miles an hour. Tt harl flown th small forma- 
thins of three chips. Because of its dangerous 
landing and tuke-off characteristics, it had re- 
mained almost an experimental airplane dur- 
ing the first part of the war. . 
With the Allied invasion of North Africa, 
in November of 1942, a group of B-26's had 
been activated for operational fiving in the 
Mediterranean, But-so great were the losses 
in low-altitude flying. that it was necessary to 
withdraw the group from operations, re-form 
it, and develop new techniques in order to 
return the platie te combat status, 

The sume story had been true of the first 
groups to operite out of England over the 
Netherlands. and northern France. The 
Marauder had seemed completely abandoned 
as a combat aircraft. 

Meanwhile, a second group of B-26's had ar- 
rived In North Africa: Tt was the group with 
which Captain Ackerman and T eventually 
were to fy. This group, in experimenting with 
various methods of bombing and various 
bombing altitudes, found that fine results 
could be obtained in bombing at certam 
heights. The Norden bombsight was installed, 
and the plane was found to be stable enough 
to make o high degree of accuracy possible. 

New and larger bomber formations were 
developed while another group of B-26's ar- 
rived in North Africa. This group, together 
with others which had been re-formed and 
returned to operational status, made up a wing 
which was to become, through the months of 
ilving and fighting ahead, the finest wing of 
medium bombardment in the world. The 
wing was under Brig. Gen. Robert M. Webster. 
Deadly Precision on Ever Smaller Targets 

At first the targets which our groups were 
wsigned were harbor and port installations, 
railway marshaling yards, oirhelds, and large 
cupply depots. Gradually, hrwever, as the 
formation was te-formed and tightened and 
the bombing became more precise, smaller and 
smaller targets were assigned to the wing.

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With these targets, instead of falling wil, the 
percentage af accuracy mented. 

In the spring of 1944. our EroUp, was sent 
after a vital railroad bridge in Ivaly, ‘The tar- 
get was only 90 feet long and 25. feet wide, 
but we destroyed it, In June this. bomb 
group set A record of six 100-pereent mis- 
shns ani had 2 91-percent accuracy record 
for the anuinth, 


Art Treasures Saved Many Famous 
Cities from Bombing 


Because of the sentiment aniong the Ameri- 
can people for the old and culturally rich cities 
of Europe and for the religious shrines sn 
humerous in Italy, certain cities were spared 
from air bombardment. 

Rome, Florence, Siena, and Pisa were serv- 
ime German supply svstems and tnilitary pur- 

9ses, But for fear that some precious build- 

4? treasure, or religious monument dear 

to the (Christian tradition might be destroyed, 
these cities for the most part were spared, 

After the Allies landed on the Italian main- 
land and as the tempo of the fiehting ift- 
creased north of Naples during the winter, 
it became apparent that some measures would 
have to be taken to deny the Germans the 
use of such valuable supply links and storage 
facilities as the great murshaling yards of 
Rome, So, in March, our groups were sent 
against the Tiburtina, Littorio, San Lorenan, 
and Ostiense marshaling vurds. 

So close to the heart of Rome were these 
yards that we had to make a bomb run which 
skirted Vatican Cily, For a time the Colns- 
seum ancl the great white monument to Vit- 
torin Emanuele TD were ac tually under the 
cross hairs of my bombsight.* 

As we broke from our target and the flak 
fell off to the right, t called out over the 
interphone tn Captain Ackerman the histori- 
ca) buildings below, 

In this succession of raids all four yards 
were so completely wrecked as to be useless 
longer to the Gern and more than a thou- 
sand units of rolling stock choking the yards 
and packed with war material were destroyed, 
Vet we did not hit any other part of the city 
and we left untouched every cultural and reli- 
gious monument! 

Afterward, when Rome had fallen, techni- 
clams examining the yards were amazed at the 
necuracy of bombing which wrecked every 
single object. in the yards, twisted the hiyre 
gun barrels in the freight cars, and yet did 
not touch houses lining the slopes above. 

When finally it was determined that an at- 
tack on the Monte Cassino Abbey was 1un- 
avoidable becatise of military exigencies, all 
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types of bomber aircraft were sent against the 
ubbey and it was completely destroved. 

Only cur groups of Marauders were sent 
azainst the heart of Siena, cultural and his- 
torical center famous for its fine examples of 
l3th- and d4th-century Italian Gothic archi- 
Lecture. 

Florence, the source and center of the 
Renaissance, bad never been pttacked by 
Allled bombers, Smaller than Rome, and more 
compact, the beautiful city along the Arno 
presented targets that seemed impossible to 
attack without causing irreparable damage to 
things tong precious to all humanity. 

In the case of Florence, the military nature 
of the target seemed Jess actual and more 
remote, Florence was hundreds of miles from 
the fighting, hunelreds of miles from Allied 
soldiers strugeling before Cassino. It was 
hard to see how bombing the city would save 
American lives, 

Yet Florence was serving the German mili- 
tary purpose far more than the abbey above 
Cassino. Shells that killed Allied soldiers. be- 
hind the broken walls of the Contifental Hotel 
in Cassino-and on the bomb- and sthell-pocked 
slips above the town were riuted daily 
throuch Florence. 

At night freight cars filled with shells 
7 heavily through the blacked-out mar- 
shaling wards of the famous and béawtiful 
city. Far to the north of Cassino, the other 
city, so ancient and lovely, so outwardly inno- 
cent, was actually an instrinent of war, 

Crack Airmen Chosen to Hit Florence 

Ultimately it became necessary to attack 
the railroad installations inside Florence, too. 
When the hard decision was taken, the deat 
possible weapon t) assiire the highesi degree 
of precision wis chosen, the B-26 Muortin 
Marauders, We were the only bombers. ever 
to be assigned that target. 

In the careful hands and final judgment 
of a few pilots and bombardiers was to be 
placed one of the greatest responsibilities of 
the war, a responsibility felt, but not actually 
shared, by civilied people all over the world, 
The attacks to be mide against the city would 
save weeks of bombing on the railroad and 
highway periphery and up and down the val- 
levs leading south to Cassing, 

The destruction of the rail faciities of Flor- 
ence would increase immeusurably the effec- 
tiveness of the whole strangulation technique 
being applied by the Air Force in Italy,

We went on with the briefing and got all 
the dota on the winds.

The driver clashed 
the gears and the trick moved on to the next 
plune.

We had had the same crew for almost a 
year: Capt. Leonard $. Ackerman. (then first 
lieutenant), Lt, Robert B. Cooke, myself, and 
three enlisted mien, Sgt. Harold Just, engi- 
neer-tunner, Set. Felton L. Callahan, radio- 
punter, and Set, Richard Mensch, armoret- 
gunner. Later, out-of the raid on Florence, 
Hoh Cooke and | were to collaborate in 
writing a play at night in the orderly room 
fod in dur tent. 

The enlisted men were already out work- 
ing on the ship and loading the parachutes 
and Mue Wests and flak vests into the. ship. 
Captain Ackerman immediately began inspect- 
ing the <hip, atid Bol Cooke climbed up. inte 
the co-pilot’s seat. Sergeant Just, always a 
bit cffhand with officers, called him “Ace.” 

No Flak—Just « Milk Run 

‘Where we goin’ today, Lieutenant?” Ser- 
geant Callahan asked me, 

“Den't worry, Cal. Noflak, Wegot.a milk 
run. Were going to Florence.” Callohon was 
deeply impressed by flak, and we often kidded 
him about being the only man in the Air Corps 
whe could actually bear the Germans load- 
ing their 88's.

In whatever decabtion our Jand forces meve, 
whether against Formosa, the China Coast,* 
or the iskind empire of Hirohite, Lavon mist 
stand as a powerful bastion on that far- 
Furcifie frontier with which, for-better ot worse,

Big as Kentucky, rich in farms, gold, iron, 
chrome, copper, and lumber, and with hosts of 
skilled workers among its 7,375,000 people 
(about 45 percent of the population of the 
Philippines), this island is destined to bas Rt 
hige, convenient, Far Eastern base for Anieti- 
can pirtields, reserve troops, supplies, naval 
installations, and repair shops for planes, ships, 
and other fighting ecuipmerit.

I sat there until 
morning, as I could pot endure the heat iving 
down,” 

That is the kind of Philippine heat ou 
eoldiers have to fight in tow. 
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Clean, healthy, bustling Manila, capital of 
the Commonwealth, was the Far East’s most 
Americanlike city when the Japs came bomb- 
ing it that fatal day in December, 1941.* 

Air-codled hotels, neon lights, daily papers 
andl news. broadcasts in Feglteh, hoys and girls 
on roller skates, beauty “shoppes,” ‘women 
dentists, hiv ice-cream works, and oven its 
own motion-picture studios—it had them all. 

It had great universities, tod, and business 
colleges: polo, golf, and country chibs: bus 
lines and air-cooled trains that connected with 
other Luaon cities (page 312), interisland air- 
lines, and Pan American Airways service to 
America and China. 

Enelish and Spanish were official languages. 
In the Philippine Congress, corresponiling 
to our Congress, English was the common 
tangae: but if an excited delegate relapsed 
into his native Tagalog, Visayan, or even Moro 
chatter, nobody objected.

And all this social and economic melamor- 

phosis, mind veu, had come about under tittle 

more than forty vears of American Fuidance. 

To a singular degree, algo, this. amazing prog- 


ress, without parallel in the history of Far 
Eastern colonial governments, was the result 


of one man’s patient, tireless genius, His 
name was William Howard Taft, the greatest 
missionary we ever sent abroad to instill Amer- 
ican ideals of universal education, good goy- 
ernment, and better public health (p, 332)4 

When 1 worked my way down from the

Fruits of Taft's early-day ‘sound policies 
were reflected in the people's good health anv 
high degree of literacy, and in the economic 
stability of the islands and their government 
when the Japs attacked. 

I was there myself some months betore 
Pearl Harbor, Like other old-timers: return- 
ing after a span of years, I was dumfounded 
ot the transformations. 

| knew from many sources that Manila 
had changed, just as even Baghdad and Jeru- 
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salem have in late years become somewhat 
modernized. But I was not prepared for all 
the hard, smooth country roads, the concrete 
bridges, modern lumbering methods, big gold- 
mining camps, méchanized plantation machin- 
ery, nor, most of all, for the change in the 
people. 

Even the children in provincial hamlets, 
who often in old days knew not even 3 word 
af Spanish, now spake to us in English. 1 
heared ther add thought of Taft. He brought 
thousands of pioneer American schoolteachers 
from the States; they braved the malarial 
jungles and the monotony of small country 
Villages where week ends offered only Mass 
or cockfights, and gave our speech to milHons. 

Today, especially in: the larger islands, 
neatly every Christian Filipino under 30 
speuks at least a little English, English- 
speaking people from other lands, hearing this 
Filipino English for the first time, may not 
easily understand it all at first, but the Fili- 
pinos understand each other. 

American soldiers Janding on Leyte were 
astonished to find the Filipinos shouting at 
them ih English and to bear school children 
singing “God Bless America.” Ino letter to 
Miss Katharine Corbett, of the Groomapaoc 
stafi, her nephew, a lieutenant with our forces 
on Ley te, wrote: “Tt hos been o pleasure bo 
engage in the liberation of the Philippines, 
since the people are so sincerely and intensely 
graterul, Thev speak English as it is written 
in the book, only with a Spanish accent, 
They are very friendly, and a number ‘are 
better e#ducated than the averuge solilier. 
They most certainly respect America and 
Americans.” 

No transplanting of a foreign tonmie on 
stich a scale, in such a short time, bas taken 
place before, Take the case of Germans in 
Alsace-Lorraine. After 2871 they tried in 
vain, forcibly, to abolish the French language, 
Here in the Philippines we helped the people 
learn English because many wanted to learn it. 

All early-day island newspapers, except the 
few published by and for Americans, were 
printed in Spanish, or in Tagalog or some 
other ishind language, 

But by 1941, of Manila’s dozen or so daily 
papers the leading ones were not only printed 
in Eoglish, but were edited and fear en- 
tirely by Filipinos. At that time, in all the

At this very minute, in Washington's Army 
antl Navy Club, many a-grizzled old colonel 
wriring Philip ine service ribbons is pining 
for an after-dinner Manila cheroot! Fspe- 
clally for one of thase that come in a little 
wooden barrel, very ling, brown ones, with 
a knot like the curl in a pig's tal at one end! 

Coconut eroves on Lacon cover more than 
1,000,000 acres. Nearly all soap made in 
America before this war used Philippine coci 
mit oil as a base. One-third of all Filipinos, 
normily, are supported by the coconut in- 
dustry, 

Sugar is an old, old Lugon crop.. Lt was the 
mnenty crop, and the United States was the 
chief market. When the Japs cone, they 
plowed op much sugar land, planted cotton, 
and shipped in textile nechinery: but for 
many reasons this effort failed. 

Luzon gold mines made millionaires of some 
Americans and Filipinos. Some of the richest 
mines are in the Mountain Province, in the 
Benguet region hear Baguio (page 322)..

Japs Wanted Philippine Copper 

Before the Americans fled in 1941, they 
footed the wold mines. Japs didn't seem to 
care, They didn't want gold, but copper; 50 
they stripped the American-owned mines of 
machinery and moved it to the copper mines. 

From Luzon come nearly all Philippine 
copper concentrates: its oldest copper mino is 
the Mankavan, in Mountain Province

American lumber importers and all makers 
of fancy deors and better furniture know and 
prize these Philippine hardwoods, On Luzcan, 
when the Japs landed, one of their first predda- 
tory acts was to grab and ship bome all the 
cut lumber they could find, What thev did 
about operating the sawmills ig not clear. But 
when Luzon business resumes, one of the big-

Nearing the tree, I saw that the “fruit” was 
dozens of big tat truit bats, also known as fh- 
ing foes, hanging bev their feet. | shot some 
for the wild men's food. After I'd fired, the 
other bats volplaned from the tree, screaming 
like troubled rats: they sailed about fora brit, 
then returned to their peculiar positions in the 
nuked tree, 

When we wanted water, the littl people 
brought it in bambow joints. They helped us, 
too, in making hammocks from vines. 

If we tossed away 4. tin can, an empty shot- 
gun shell, or even oa cigar butt, they'd fuss 
over it like dogs fighting over a ‘bone. They 
pessessed almost nothing. 

Amazing to me, always, was the way these 
epritos could disappear, Tf one quit our 
camp, he simply blended ‘into the jungle, 
hiding like:a quail. A ‘Tagalog guide we had 
suid there were always Negritos following us, 
whether we saw them or not (page 330).

Now, under the inspiring 
leadership of Japan, we must return to the 
course from which we bad been driven hiv 
the storms of international events, for that is 
where our happiness, prosperity, and well- 
being safely lie,” 


“We Had Koown Only Fricnils” 


I know, as do thousands of other Americans 
who lived long in the Philippines, that Var- 
gas did not speak for most Filipinos: The 
lurve majority like ws. They like to speak 
the English we taught them. They like our 
way oof life—our sports, dress, freedom of 
speech, andl democratic wavs. 

“It’s not fair,” Brig. Gen, Carlos Romulo 
said in a speech to the American Congress 
an September 21, 1944, “to say that mist 
Filipinos sided with the Americans in this 
war only because they thought we were 
stronger and would win in. the end, 

“From my country on the rim of Asia it 
seemed to us jin 1942] that the tremendous 
tide rising in the Far East would wash ws out, 
along with eur dream of democracy... .

The dream of Asiatic empire was 
dinned into our ears by Japanese propagan- 
ists. ‘Rise anc avenge yourselves ayminst the 
white despots now, they told us: But in the 
Philipines we did not know any American 
despots. We had knewn only friends,”

Heron Deeds of the Guerrillos 


Most Filipinas resented the Japs and re- 
mained loyal to us, Their heroic deeds are 
in striking contrast to the behavior of the 
quistings, in a speech on Leyte, October 25, 
1944, General MacArthur paid tribute to the 
euerrilla underground movement and to the 
valuable work of our spies, 

For a long time after the disaster at Bataan,

supply shipments greatly increased, 


“For many months,” said MacArthur, “our 
plans of campaign have benefited from hieard- 
ous labors of a vast network of agents num- 
bering hundreds of thousands providing pre- 
cise, accurate, and detailed information on 
mayor enemy moves and installations throwgh- 
out the archipelage, Through a vast network 
of radle positions extending inte every center 
of enemy activity T have been kept in imme- 
diate and constant communication,” 

On every tmajor islind the spies have one 
or more weather-nhserving Stations, which 
flash out weather data morning, af lernoon and 
night, This information is useful to our 
troops already in the islands, to the Navy, 
ane especially to ur airmen raiding eneniy = 
held positions, 

Spies. and informants, also from hidden 
radio sets, fash out news of Jap airplane and 
fleet strength and movements. Such inform: 
tion has helped Americans sink many Jap ships 
and shoot down many planes, 


Americans Aid the Irregulars 

Americans led many of the irregulars, who 
eank enemy boats, tore up raibnads, blew up 
bridges. Some of these Americans were civil- 
jans who took to the hills when the Jans in- 
vided: some were aviators whe had 
forced down in the islands, sailors who bad 
been wrecked, or soldiers and officers who had 
escaped from prison camps. From these 
secret sources t the Navy got word of enemy 
faval concentrations off the Philippines dur- 
ing the Marianus operations (page 306). 

Comspicipous in this daring work-were Amer- 
ican and Filipino residents of the United 
States, who volunteered to infiltrate into the 
idands to carry out military missions.

TO SROM Churleston’s Battery at dawn one 
cold winter day, 1 could see in the har- 


bor ahoge red cross, aglow with electric 
lights: The ¢ross beumed from the smoke- 
stack of a-ahip which lay still in the rippling 
waters. More lights twinkled here and there 
irom bow to stern, dimly outlining her hull 
in the semidarkmess. 

She was the U. S: Army hospital ship 
Saint Mifiel, back from Europe with a pre- 
cious cargo of 493 wounded American soldiers, 
Late the night before she had slipped into 
the harbor and was waiting for daylight to 
push seven mules tip the Cooper River to the 
decks of the Charleston Port of Embarkation. 

Through the courtesy of Brig. Gen, James 
T. Duke, commanding officer of the Port, 1 
had received permission to join the boarding 
party of Army Transportation Corps and 
Medi¢al Corps officers about to put off from 
a wWhart close to the Battery, 

The sun silhouetted Fort Sumter to the 
eust ae we drew alongside the Sotat [titel in 
an Army tug. Despite the cold, heads of 
GI Joes bobbed from the portholes. A few 
more hardy “walking patients, fully dressed 
at that early hour in eager anticipation of 
homecoming, leaned over the rail to josh the 
tugboat crew and give unsolicited and unpro- 
fessional advice on tying alongside, 

From the Battery the ship had seemed al- 
most deserted, Cnce aboard, 1 found every 
ward was burning, Each pithent had eaten 
his: breakfast, stowed his treasured souvenirs 
and other meager possessions in soldier kits 
and small boxes, and was waiting expectantly.

Walking patients moved around, elbowing 
for room to peer out at the Battery, now 
fully yistble-in the broad light of day. Those 
to be carried from the ship on. fitters lav on 
ther bunks and “wisecracked.”

Elizabeth Maclhonald of the 
WAC I walked into s ward and instanthy dis- 
covered that no introduction was necessary 
to strike up conversations with these GI's.

“Pennsylwania,” he answered with a grin,

Milk and “Eggs with Shells Om"

Although she understands myriad things 
about wounded doughbows, Capt, Ruth &, 
Anderson, the hea! nurse, still marvels at 
their capacity for milk and epe=. 

The first three dave the boys are aboard 
ship,” she said, “they just can't drink enough 
milk. Some of them haven't had fresh milk 
ior more than a year, and they want to drink 
it almost continuously, We stock up our 
refrigerators when we leave the States and 
freeze the milk to keep it sweet until we start 
back from Europe, Then the boys go after 
it by the gallon. 


Attendants lined the patients 
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**Eoge with shells on’ are another wonder 
for the boys, who have been limited to the use 
uf powdered eves for many months. Abent 
the fourth day at sea their appetites begin to 
taper off slightly, but still they eat enormous 
quantities of food all the way home. It is 
not uncommon for them to gain from eight 
fo ten pounds while aboard ship.” 

Captain Anderson and the 33 other Army 
nurses aboard the Chateaw Thierry were 
unanimous in praising the spirit of the 
wounded American soldier, But the patients 
were just as emphatic in expressing their ap- 
proval of the mores. 

“They couldn't do endtigh for us," one ser- 
geant told me, “Ifa C1 wanted a roast-beef 
sandwich at 3 o'chick in the morning, all he 
had to do wos to ask for it. The nurses 
seemed to work 24 hours a day during the 
crossing.” | 

Metical Department enlisted personnel also” 
are a vital factor in keeping the patients con- 
tented and well on their way across the ocean. 
Usunlly, in addition to 20 of 25 Medical 
Department  officers—physicians, EEA, 
psychiatrists, dentists—there ore between 125 
and 150 enlisted) medics aboard. 

The masters and crews of the Army hos- 
pital ships are men of the Merchant Marine. 
emploved in Civil Service status by the Trans- 
portation Corps. The Medical Department, 
working hand in glove with the ‘Transporta- 
tion Corps, makes available the medical per- 
sonnel, officer and enlisted, and the nurses. 
The Chief Surgeon aboard one of the mercy 
vessels always is the hospital ship com- 
matder, All personnel is under the command- 
ing general of the bome port. 

In uddition to ‘ther reculur duties, the 
medics onl Merchant Marine crewmen— 
evervbody mhourd, in fact—contribute to the 
emtenainment of the patients, Very often 
4uch contributions ate made in the “off 
time” allotted to such personnel, But they 
lowe: it. 

The Special Services officer, whether he is 
chaplain or a Medical Department officer, 
finds plenivy of wesstance amon the enlisted 
medics and the crew. ‘They tike care of mo- 
tion pictures, showing them in the wards on a 
trinslucent screen set up in a central location. 
The picture con be seen from either side of 
the screen, and every patient thus gets a invod 
view from his own bunk, 

Enlicted men with musical talent, augmented 
sometins by crew members, form  strofl- 
ing troupes, which pass through the wards 
playing and singing.

Getting wounded soldiers from hospitals 
abroad to hospitals in this country is the job 
of the Ariy Transportation Corps, com- 
manded by Mal. Gen, Charles P. Gross. To 
lo it rapidly, eticrently, and tn the best inter- 
ests of the patients requires a tremendous 
amount of detail work. 

Twenty-four hours after a bospital ship has 
left a European port, plans for its reception 
begin. Medical classification of each patient 
6 radioed to the Charleston Port of Embarka- 
tion. Also included are rank or gerade, name, 
serial number, military occupational specialty, 
and arm of service of each man, 

Specific plans for each individual soldier's 
care thus can be completed before the ship 
docks, 

Qnly through experience can such plans 
operate eamoothly. When the slcedia first 
decked at Charleston Port of Embarkation, 
the Port authorities were happy to he able 
io evacuate ber in five hours. Today a hos- 
pital ship is completely evacuated in from 
one and a half to two hours. 

General Duke, whose distinguished Anny 
career goes back nearly 30. years, has been 
in comimantd at Charleston Port of Embarka- 
tion since June 29, 1942. Ever since it he- 
came the home port for the hospital ships, 
ihe commander and his staff have sought to 
improve evaciation methods. They are 
equally IOUS bo Conte improvement of 
service on the hospital shins, 

To this end, they invite criticisms and sug- 
gestions from the returning wounded. These 
are carefully studied and in many instances 
have: resulted in better service. 

“There is one goal, however,” General Duke 
told me, “that we will never attain, We never 
will be able to get the boys home fast enough. 
TE we could cut the whole trip from the Eiuro- 
pean hospital to their home firesides down to 
two days, it would still seem toa long to ther. 
Hut we do try to shorten that trip im every 
possible way, y, and we try to make it as pleasant 
as possible.” 
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General Duke's insistence on criticism and 
sugmestions, however, has had another result 
not anticipated. Instead of criticizing the at- 
tention which they have received on their 


homeward woyige, virtually all the wounded 
Soldiers write letters of praise and thanks, 


Frequently one man in a ward will be 
selected to write such a letter to the comm~and- 
ing medical officer on the ship, and then every 
man in the ward will sign his name, Often 





an individual soldier, impressed by the care 


and attention he has received, will write his 
own personal letter of thanks,
